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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jasinski et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 4,016,501). 

In reference to claim 1 Jasinski discloses in figure 1 an apparatus for reducing 
distortion in a high-resolution switching amplifier of the type wherein multiple references 
are switched to a load in accordance with an input signal, comprising: a source of a 
primary reference signal (40, 42); and circuitry (40, 79, 80, 76) for calibrating a 
secondary reference signal as a function of the primary reference signal when the input 
signal (this is seen as the output of the comparator 14) is zero. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claim 5 is allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 2-4 would be allowable because the closest prior art of record fails to 
disclose a circuit as shown in Figure 2 wherein the secondary reference signal 
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approaches the value of the integral of the primary reference signal at a pulse-width of 
one (see specification page 6, lines 7-10). 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 5 is 
allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit as shown in 
Figure 2 wherein the method of operating includes comparing the integral of the primary 
reference to the integral of the voltage across the load when the input is zero (this is 
seen to be done by amplifier 229) in combination with the rest of the limitations of the 
base claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
